london, Nov. 10.—At the Guild Hall 


lord mayor's banquet last night the lord 
mayor proposed "The Ministers" in a 
speech in which he vigorously denounced 
"the ignorant arrogance of the Invader," 
dwelling on the fact that Sir Alfred 
Mliner, in splto of herculean efforts, was 
unable to prevail with the overbearing:, 
corrupt oligarchy, therefore other of our 
champions have the business In hand. 


Lord Salisbury, rising to reply to the 


lord mayor, was greeted with intense 
enthusiasm. The premier said: 


"I have had to answer for many years 


similar kind receptions in this hall, but 
never before under conditions that Jus- 
tified me in appealing so confidently to 
your sympathy and' support as in the 
present grave state of public affairs. 
Before turning to this serious point my 
duty is to inform you fchat our situation 
in South Africa Is the only part of our 
relations with other nations to which 
any term of apprehension or douDt can 
be applied. 


"For several years our relations and 


cordial feelings toward our kinsmen on 
the other side of the Atlantic have been 
constantly growing; and, though neither 
we interfere in the affairs of their con- 
tinent nor they interfere In the affairs 
of ours, we feel we can now always look 
for sympathy and a fair hearing among 
those who share with us so vast a mis- 
sion for the advancement of mankind. 


"But perhaps you think I am sanguine 


In saying that on the continent of Europe 
we have no hostility to fear. There Is 
undoubtedly a certain cerbity of tofie 
among the writers for the foreign press; 
but I am quite ce»tain it does not affect 
their governments.and I will say that I 
have noted as one of th« cheering symp- 
toms of the present time, the happy re- 
lations existing between the United 
States and ourselves and the sympathy 
with which we watch their approach 
toward the same great problem^ that we 
ourselves have had to solve. 


"That is not to say tnat I do not feel 


the greatest sympathy with their late 
antagonist, the kingdom of Spain. We 
entertain the highest hope that out of 
that war, a blessing in disguise, will 
grow—and be an abundant growth— 
civilization and culture in that ancient 
and most interesting monarchy. 


"This morning you had Intelligence of 


an agreement between ourselves and 
one of the great continental states, with 
which for many years we have enter- 
tained relations of sympathy and friend- 
ship beyond "others. Samoa is not in it- 
self a very important matter; but it was 
important because It constituted a sub- 
ject of difference between ourselves and 
a nation whose good will we prize very 
highly. I do not know entirely tl e 
reason why the German people and go 
ernment attach so much importance to 
Upolu, but they'do, and we are very glad 
to find the means whereby, without in 
the least diminishing the rights and a 
vantages of England, we are able to 
gratify their views and sentiment. At 
the present moment our relations with 
the German people are all we could de- 
sire.

"The great subject that interests all of 


us, undoubtedly, is this war, adorned 
With so many splendid feats of heroism 
and skill, but saddened by so many 
losses. I have great difficulty in dealing 
with the war. If I speak at all it may 
rather be to deprecate criticisms arid 
statements which I think unfounded 
than to attempt to pass judgment on 
what still depends upon the future for 
its full determination. 


"Respecting the feeling expressed that 


the want of troops is due to a want of 
action on the part of the home govern- 
ment I would point out that there have 
been two or three voices. Two or three 
months ago we were told by the most 
authoritative voice outside the govern- 
ment that there was no occasion for 
military preparations. Since then we 
have been blamed because there were no 
military preparations. But neither of 
these criticisms is at all relevent to the 
events which have been taking place. 


"It would have been nothing- to the 


purpose to issue proclamations for re- 
serves some weeks earlier. For, what 
was the cause of the war, and what was 
the cause of the ultimatum? It was not 
because of any demand we had made. 
It 30 happens that, at the moment the 
ultimatum was issued, we bad with- 
drawn our demands, and there were no 
demands before the Trar.rvaal govern- 
ment. It was because we had 
taken 


measures to increase the apount of our 
forces in South Africa. But, If that had 
been done a few months sooner, exactly 
the same result would have taken place. 
The moment you had shown signs of 
rajsinj your force to an equality with 
the force opposed to it, that moment th« 
ultimatum would hava been Issued and 
war would have begun. 


"It Is not, therefore, right to say that 


there was not adequate military prep- 
arations. The evil goes farther back. 
It dates to those unfortunate arrange- 
ments In 1881 and 1884 by which we de- 
liberately 
permitted a 
community 


obviously hostile to 
enjoy 
the un- 


bounded, unlimited right of accumulat- 
ing munitions of war against us Year 
after year an accumulation of munitions 
•was made which could only be directed 
against UB. Hampered by these arrange- 
ments, it was impossible we should avoid 
the interval of trial and danger neces- 
sarily to intervene between the moment 
when war was declared and the moment 
when OUT forces could accept contest and 
appear upon the field. 


"That Interval has nearly passed. Our 


troops ara, beginning to arrive. Foreign 
nations have complimented us upon the 
Calmness with which we have received 
the intelligence of occasional checks. 
"Whatever strategy there might be, we 
are well aware that the beginning of our 
conflict with the Boers must be marked 
by a retirement of our troops from posi- 
tions they are not strong enough to oc- 
cupy. It is necessary that they should 
Walt for sufficient reinforcements. I do 
not attempt to forecast the future. 
I 


only say that my faith In the British 
toldler is unbounded, and I am deeply 
gratified to feel that h« is In the vigorous 
and sagacious hands of General Buller. 


•"Regarding the future, 1 will only 
deprecate some very strange assertions 
that I see occasionally in the continental 
press. Only the other day I saw It as- 
serted that this war had for its objecte 
the

lords, who desired a partition among 
themselves of the gold and diamonds of 
the Transvaal. 


"Her majesty's cabinet have not had 


a fairthing from the Transvaal or from 
any other gold fields. There IB Yukon* 
about which there Is no contest. If there 
had been any chance of our gaining ad- 
vantages thea» Yukon gold fields should 
have yielded something. 


'I go further. England as a whole 


would have had no advantage from the 
possession of gold mines except as her 
government conferred the blessings of 
good administration upon those engaged 
in the industry. All successful industry 
breeds commerce, and all commerce has 
produced is to the advantage of Eng- 
land, and all industries and commerce 
flourish better under her good govern- 
ment than under any .other regime In 
the world. But that 10 the limit of our 
interest. 


"What we de»ire U equal dents for all 


men of all races and security for our fel- 
low subjects anoj our empire. Th* hour 
for agreeing by what means these re- 
sults can be obtained is not yet come; 
but these are the objects and the only 
object^ we seek. We do not allow any 
other consideration to cross our path. 


"I have seen it suggested—and it seems 


to me a wild suggestion—that Che other 
powers will interfere with this country 
and In some form or other dictate to 
those who are concerned in it as to what 
its upshot should be. Don't let any man 
think it la in that fashion the conflict 
will be concluded. We shall have to 
carry it through ourselves, and the in- 
terference of anybody else will have no 
effect upon it. In the first place, be- 
cause we wou'.d not accept that inter- 
ference and, i.i the second plaoa, because 
we are conv need that there is no euch 
idea in the ;nlnd of any government in 
the world. 


"Whenever we are victorious we shall 


consult the vast interests committed to 
our care. Vast duties lie upon ue to per- 
form ; and, taking counsci of the uniform 
traditions of our colonial government 
and of the moderation and equal justice 
to all races of men whi^ji itjias been our 
uniform practice to observe, I do not 
doubt we shall so arrange that the issue 
of this conflict will confer good govern- 
ment upon the area where it rages and 
give the security, sorely needed, against 
the recurrence of any such danger* and 
the necessity of any such future exertion, 
and for the restoration' of peace and 
civilization to that portion of the world." 


Lord Salisbury resumed his seat amid 


a tremendous ovation. 


During the course of the banquet Lord 


Wolseley announced that orders had 
been given to mobilizs another division 
for South Africa, and that the gov- 
ernment was quite prepared to mobilize 
a second armjj corps. 


The Latest Implement of War. 


Chicago, Nov. 10.—Silas J- Coyne, a 


carpenter, has invented a new imple- 
ment of warfare. 
The device consists 


of a series of kites, supporting a cable, 
upon which a "trolley" kite Is made to 
travel. The trolley kite carries a bomb 
of hign explosfve power, which is au- 
tomatically i*ileased. 
By means of es- 


pecially constructed kites, he claims to 
be able to support a cable nearly seven 
miles in length, by using a number of 
the kites In tandem. 
The traveling 


kite will support a weight of more "than 
20 pounds. 
It folds automatically up- 


on releasing the bomb and returns of its 
own weight. 
Successful practical tests 


are said to have been made of the kites.

Pro es'eti Against Polygamy. 


Boston, Nov. 10.—A largely attended 


mass meeting for the purpose of pro- 
testing against the admission of B. H. 
Roberts of Utah as a member of the 
Fifty-sixth congress was held here Ia6t 
night The principal speakers were 
Eugene Young of New York and Dr. 
Josiah Strong. The audience, while not 
enthusiastic, expressed Its approval of 
the speeches. The speakers appealed to 
the people of the country not to allow 
the acknowledgment of polygamy in the 
seating of Mr. Eoberts. Resolutions 
•were adopted to the effect that the elec- 
tion of Mr. Roberts, under the circum- 
stances, was a declaration that polygamy 
Is approved among the Mormon people 
and was equivalent to a challenge to the 
people and congress of the United States 
demanding the recognition of polygamy. 
It was resolved that it was now an op- 
portune time fos an amendment to the 
constitution of the United States that 
will make it possible to stamp out 
polygamy within its borders. 


Suspicion of Murder. 


New York, Nov. 10.—Mrs. Margaret 


Ernst, 86 years old, was found dead at 
her home here yesterday. Her hus- 
band, Captain August Ernst, 80 years 
old, a veteran of the Civil war, was taken 
unconscious to a hospital, where his 
death Is expected. The room in which 
the pair lay was full of escaping gas. 
At first the police supposed that Captain 
Ernst and his wife had been accidentally 
overcome by gas. But later they ar- 
rested on suspicion August Ernst, Jr.,

Dangerous Rivalry. 


Fall River, Mass., Nov. 10.—A sen- 


sational schoolboy warfare wag termi- 
nated yesterday in the 4istrict court. 
About 60 boys were arrested, charged 
with disturbing the peace, and. after 
a lengthy trial, were placed on proba- 
tion. 
The boys used air rifles, bows and 


arrows, stones, shinny sticks, etc., and 
many of them were injured, although 
none seriously. 
The cause was intense 


rivalry between grammar and inter- 
mediate schools. 


Policeman Killed by Electric Car. 


Watertown, Mass., Nov. 10.—Joseph 


B. White-, a police officer of this town, 
was struck by an electric car of the Bos- 
ton Elevated Railway company last 
evening and Injured so badly that he 
died within an hour. His skull was 
fractured. Motorman Gallagher was ar- 
rested, but was released on bail. Wit- 
nesses of the accident attach no blame 
to the motorman. He reversed the 
power, but too late to prevent the acci- 
dent, and Officer White was struck and 
thrown fully 25 feet. He was picked up 
unconscious and died In that condition.

Yield or Strike Will Ensue 


Navy Needs CcaHng Stations. 


Washington, Nov. 10.—The urgent 


necessity of adequate coaling stations 
for our warships is dwelt upon by Rear 
Admiral Bradford, chief of the naval 
bureau of equipment, in hi® report to the 
secretary of the navy. He relates the 
difficulties encountered during the war 
with Spain in securing coal, tran*port- 
ing It and getting it aboard the ships. 
While these efforts were successful the 
admiral Bays it was due almost entirely 
to the near proximity of the theater of 
war to our own coast. He says that a 
United States fleet, if called upon to act 
at any point across the Atlantic, must 
encounter even greater difficulties than 
were found by Admiral Cervera.

police say that when Storti confessed 
he said that there had been trouble be- 
tween himself and the murdered man for 
a long time, and that it had been.only 
a question of time when one should kill 
the other.

the manufacturers' refusal is made. 
Out of 3000 operatives in the city, about 
a third are now in the unions, and the 
others are influenced by them. 
The 


membership of the unions is not larger 
because In sofae families of four or five 
workers only one member of a union is 
enrolled, but the others follow usually 
in the wake of the unionist 


The delegates of the five labor organ- 


izations of this city connected with the 
Textile council will be called1 together 
and a new demand will be made upon 
the Manufacturers' association, this 
time, however, with th* evldewt purpose 
in view of bringing the wage question to 
a crisis. A new date at which, the time 
limit for the increase to go into effect 
will expire wfn be set, and, should the 
mill men fail to make the concessions 
asked for at that time, it is claimed the 
Unions which vote to enforce their de- 
mands will strike as a protest against 
the action of their employers. 


The members of th« Textile council 


are a unit in their belief that the manu- 
facturers should grant the 10 percent 
Increae 
and three of the unions affil- 


iated with the council have endorsed this 
sentiment, at a special meeting called 
this week. 
The Spinners' association, 


through Its secretary, claim that they 
are entitled to the increase, and will 
act In. harmony vlth the other unions. 
The Carders' association adopted a set 
of resolutions, eh'aorsing the action of 
the council, and declaring further, that 
"inasmuch aa the manufacturers have 
•een fit to refuse the proposed advance 
on the date named, we instruct our dele- 
gates to the Textile council to ask for 
an immediate meeting of said council, 
and insist that our demand be complied 
with at a later date, such date to be 
aa near as possible to the original date 
named by the council for the advance 
to go into effect. 
The loomflxers, Sec- 


retary McCarty says, favor enforcing the 
demand by every means, even by strik- 
ing alone. Their action IB practically a 
•trike vote. 


The slasher tenders' executive com- 


mittee will recommend opposing the 
manufacturer*' refusal. 
The weavers 


also will vote In harmony with their 
brother members in the other unions. 
The senftfment throughout the city is in 
favor of enforcing the Demand of the 
employe* by a strike, and, unless a com- 
promise IB effected within a short time 
Fall River will be made the battleground 
of New England in a fight for Increased 
wages.

forget that they are receiving higher 
wages thaa In the last 15 years, except 
in 1892 and 1893, when voluntary in- 
creases were granted them. 
In the 


spring, when the last advance was 
given, cotton was quoted at 6Vs, while 
today It IB quoted at 7 13-16, although a 
good grade of midland uplands cannot 
be bought for less than 8% cents, or 
about 2 cents more a pound than the 
listed price when wages were increased 
last spring. 
This advance in cotton 


makes a difference to mills using 100 
bales per week, or about $60.000 per an- 
num in excess of the cost of production 
as figured last April." 


It seem* to be the general opinion 


among manufacturers that there will be 
n.o withdrawing from the position now 
taken by their association, in refusing 
the increase. 


At a largely attended meeting of the 


Weavers' union last evening it was 
voted; to endorse the action of the Tex- 
tile council making a demand for ad- 
vanced wages. It was also voted to in- 
struct the delegation to the Textile coun- 
cil to favor making another demand, the 
date to be fixed by the council. In the 
event of another refusal to advance tht 
wages the. delegates are instructed to 
Vote in favor of enforcing the demand. 
The weavers believe aU of the unions 
should, act. as a unit.

DOM PAUL IN HIS HOME 


Private Life of the Head of the 


Boer Republic. 


TBIBIDBEIP FOB AMERIOAFS. 


Preside** Knucer Lives In a Mode*t 
HOOM *nd In Devoted to His Fam- 
«r an* to Coffee—An Early FiBht 
•With a Panther—Hatred ot the En»- 


"Plrst pray to God for guidance and 


Inspiration, then fight," is the motto of 
President Paul Kruger of the Trans- 
vaal 


Imagine a man less than 5 feet 7 


Inches in height," but In build like a 
giant, his hair white with years, his 
features homely and coarse, wearing 
an 111 fitting black doubled breasted 
[rock coat reaching below the knees. 
Such a man is Oom Paul. Void of book 
learning, apparently not gifted above 
the average man, armed only with his 
natural craftiness, he has been a thorn 
to the side of the greatest diplomatists 
ind statesmen in England for years. 


He was born on Oct 10, 1825, near 


the present town of Graff Beinet, Cape 
Colony. His parents were South Afri- 
can farmers, who left their home in 
Holland a few years before Paul was 
born, hoping for good fortune in the 
new country. 
But it did not come. 


[They remained mere squatt,rs, and at 
(the time Paul was born his parents 
Owned only two or three slaves, which 
meant little. The futnre president of 
the Transvaal was christened S. J. 
(Paul Kruger, but at an early age the 
ifirst two initials were dropped. 
He 


Dees them now when signing state pa- 
pers. He was taught early to pray and 
to handle a gun. He was a fearless 
boy. When he was 9, his parents re- 
sented Britisfc regulations and moved 
jto the northeastern part of Natal, not 
Xar from Ladysmith, the first impor- 
{tant strategic point hi this war. There 
(Were two other children in the family, 
a girl and a boy, both younger than 
Paul. The brother was killed in a na- 
tive fight In the Natal colony, and the 
•later lived to see her brother made 
president of the Transvaal. 


When Kruger was about 15 yean of 


age, his father, sister and he went with 
a bullock team some distance Into 
jthe Orange Free State. The senior 
JKruger was forced to remain and told 
(Paul to take the team home and to 
look after bis sister. 


"I'll take care of her, father," was 


jttte reply. 
. Everything went weD until Paul and 
big sister were about five miles from 
borne. Then a panther appeared In 
the road. The 16 bullocks In the team 
took fright and ran away. The jolting 
of the wagon threw the sister from the 
teat Into the roadway, where ahe was 
at the mercy of the panther. Paul, 
though unarmed, ran to her rescue and 
tackled the panther. It was a fierce 
itruggle, and Kruger believed once or 
Itwice that the panther was going to 
(prove too much for Mm, but finally 
be managed to kill the animal with his 
knife. 
[ It was to the latter part of 1879 that 
I first met Kruger, writes John B. 
jOwens ID the New York Son. The 
(Boers at that time were on the verge 
*>f a war with the British. When I was 
Introduced to Kruger, J* wan suspi- 
cion* of ma, and It was only when as- 
tared that I was an American that he 
became at all talkative. ID those days 
Krafer would talk English, but since 
the visit of Sir Henry Lock to Pretoria 
la 1808 be has positively refused to at- 
(tor one word of English. The Kruger 


culty In supplying his family wltiTthe 
necessities of life, for besides his wife 
he had ten children to care for. He 
lived then in a farmhouse, but he left 
the farm to care for itself, for he had 
a more important matter to attend to—- 
the creation of a revolution against the 
English. General P. J. Joubert, com- 
mander of the Boer forces and vice 
president of the Transvaal; young Pre- 
torius, son of the republic's first presi- 
dent, and Kruger were planning the 
Boer tjprising which came the follow- 
ing year, resulting in the independence 
of the Boers in 1881. 
It was these 


three that managed the campaign 
against the English forces at Majuba 
Hill. 


The next time I met Kruger was in 


1894. Although he was now the presi- 
dent of a nation and reputed to be 
worth $5,000,000, I found him as sim- 
ple and as democratic as he was in the 
days of 1879, when he was unknown to 
fame and had hard work to support his 
family. It was on this occasion that I 
realized the great qualities of this man. 
He cordially invited me to become bis 
guest during the short time that I was 
to remain In Pretoria, an invitation 
which I readily accepted. He would 
not talk English to me on this occa- 
sion, so I had to carry on conversa- 
tion with him through other members 
of the family. The old president never 
tired 
of talking about the United 


States, designating this republic as his 
big brother and wishing that he were 
in a position to make a treaty with 
America in order that he might favor 
American merchants in trade. 


"I can trust Americans," he would 


say, "for I know that they do not want 
my country." 


Before I left his residence he said to 


me through his secretary: "When you 
go home to the United States, tell the 
people there for me that there Is a 
small nation here, loving their country 
and their liberty and idolizing the 
American flag and the free Institutions 
of your country. May the United 
States ever prosper and remain true to 
the principles established by hei 
founders is my earnest wish." As b 
finished talking a tear ran down the 
old man's cheek. He often talked ol 
the dnvs when he drove his father*i 


self on the fact that he is still able to 
crack a 80 foot whip over 16 bullocks. 


Kruger is devoted to his wife, chil- 1 


dren, grand and great-grand children, j 
while they in turn adore him. He lives 
lo a modest house, which stands back , 
from the sidewalk about 15 feet There , 
Is a grass plot in front and a sentry 
box inside of the iron railing. Thia 
house was presented to him by a syn- ! 
dicate. When the volksraad is In ses- j 
slon, a soldier is stationed In front of 
the president's house, and no one, ex- 
cepting officials, may enter the resi- 
dence during the day without permis- 
sion. After 7 o'clock In the evening all 
are welcome to the chief executive's 
home. 


Every morning at 6 o'clock a negro 


servant takes a cup of black coffee and 
a big pipe filled with tobacco to the 
president's room. As soon as he baa 
drunk the coffee Kruger rises and 
smokes the pipe while he is dressing. 
He Is down stairs by 6:30 o'clock and 
Is ready to lead the family prayers at 
7 o'clock. Breakfast la served about 
7:30 a. m. His morning hours are taken 
op with matters of state and the dic- 
tating of letters. The dinner hour is 1 
o'clock. At all the meals Kruger says 
grace before bread is broken. He takes 
a short nap after the noon meal and la 
ready promptly at 3 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon to receive callers. The supper 
la served at 6 o'clock, and the conclu- 
sion of this repast ends all the worrl- 
ment of the day for Kruger. Many 
writers have told how hot caps of 
thick black coffee are served at fre- 


ed Is served with coffee. Besides bis 
salary of $40,000 a year, Kruger gets 
$10,000 annually for 
coffee money. 


There is a two gallon kettle of coffee 
always hot in the kitchen. 


Since Krwger was elected president 


in 1881 he has been confronted with 
some trying times. In 1883 his country 
was in a bankrupt condition. It looked 
as if a famine was going to overtake 
the land, but then gold was found, in 
the Barberton district A messenger 
from the new goldfields took a sack of 
gold containing 20 ounces to the presi- 
dent, presenting it to him as the first 
yield of gold from the Transvaal. Kru- 
ger was astounded when he saw the 
gold. He asked where it came from 
and was informed that it was from the 
Barbertoa district 


"Is there any more left?' asked Kru- 


ger. 


He was told that the country was 


rich in gold ore and that millions of 
pounds could be secured where that 
came from. 


"Thank God! My country Is saved!" 


was his reply. 


Kruger often expressed his regrets 


that he was not able to-receive an early 
education. His only book for years 
was a Bible. 


On the occasion of laying the last 


bolt in the Pretoria-Delagoa Bay rail- 
road, November, 1894, the president 
went out In his private train to per- 
form the act. At Bronkher Spruit a 
delegation of Boers met the presiden- 
tial party. Kruger had to speak. Out 
from the railroad station, about a mile 
distant, could be seen the three group- 
ed graves of the rear guard of a Brit- 
ish regiment which had been annihilat- 
ed by the Boers. The present trouble 
was beginning to make Itself manifest 
At least Kruger was farsighted enough 
to realize that the storm would burst 
before very long.

8ay> It Can No leaver Be Consid- 
ered aa an Experiment, but Has to 
Be Dealt With as aa Established 
Agency of Progress. 
First Assistant Postmaster General 


Heath of Washington, In a special re- 
port on the free rural delivery service, 
says there has been nothing in the his- 
tory of the postal service of the United 
States so remarkable as the growth of 
the rural free delivery system. Within 
the past two years, largely by the aid 
of the people themselves, who, in ap- 
preciation of the helping hand which 
the government extended to them, had 
met these advantages half way, it had 
implanted itself so firmly upon postal 
administration that it could no longer 
be considered in the light of an experi- 
ment but had to be dealt with as an 
established agency of progress, await- 
ing only the action of the congress to 
determine how rapidly it should be de- 
veloped. He thinks the facts set forth 
In the report demonstrate that the free 
delivery of mails In rural communities 
can be widely extended with great ben- 
efit to the people and with little cost to 
the revenue, and that whenever the 
system had been judiciously inaugu- 
rated, with a purpose to make it a suc- 
cess, it had been followed by these ben- 
eficial results: 


First—Increased 
postal 
receipts. 


More letters are written and received. 
More newspapers and magazines are 
subscribed for. So marked is this ad- 
vancement that quite a number of 
rural routes already pay for them- 
selves by the additional business they 
bring. 


Second.—Enhancement of the value 


of farm lands reached by rural free de- 
livery. This increase of value has been 
estimated at as high as $5 per acre in 
some states. A moderate estimate is 
from $2 to $3 per acre. 


Third.—A general Improvement of 


the condition of the roads traversed by 
the rural carriers. 
In the western 


states especially the construction of 
good roads has been a prerequisite for 
the establishment of rural free deliv- 
ery service. In one county in Indiana a 
special agent reports that the farmers 
Incurred an expense of over $2,600 to 
grade and gravel a road In order to ob- 
tain rural free delivery. 


Fourth.—Better prices obtained for 


farm products, the producers being 
brought into daily touch with the state 
of the markets, and thus being enabled 
to take advantage of information here- 
tofore unattainable. 


Fifth.—To these material advantages 


may be added the educational benefits 
conferred by relieving the monotony of 
farm life through ready access to 
wholesale literature, and the keeping 
of alj rural residents, the young people 
as well as their elders, fully informed 
as to the'stirring events of the day. 
The moral value of these civilizing In- 
fluences cannot be too highly rated. 


Mr. Heath traces the growth of the 


rural free delivery system from Its be- 
ginning In 1896, when 44 experimental 
routes were established under an ap- 
propriation of 140,000, down to the 
present, with 883 routes In operation 
In 40 states and one territory. Idaho, 
Mississippi, Montana and Wyoming 
are the only states not represented. For 
the flical year ended Jane 80 last $160,-

bered 9,212,927, and the population 
served aggregated 273,604 in 7,567 
square miles. At the date named 391 
carriers were employed in the service, 
and the length of their combined 
routes was 8,929 miles. The appro- 
priation for the current fiscal year was 
$300,000, the increase permitting the 
establishment of 243 new routes for 
the benefit of nearly 180,000 persons, 
or at an annual cost of 84 cents per 
capita, without taking into account the 
great increase In postal receipts, aver- 
aging between 50 and 75 per cent, or 
the saving by discontinuance of minor 
postoffices. 
This is contrasted with 


free urban delivery in towns of 5,000 
Inhabitants, where the yearly cost is 
$2.80 per capita, with no increase in 
receipts. 
The appropriation for the 


current year has already been appor- 
tioned, and the department will be un- 
able to act on the multitude of peti- 
tions for service until congress pro- 
vides further funds. 


The only hostility to the establish- 


ment of rural free delivery, says the 
report, comes from fourth class post- 
masters and star route contractors, the 
former objecting because it decreases 
their receipts and the latter because of 
the 
consequent 
discontinuance of 


routes. On the other hand, the state 
granges of Patrons of Husbandry 
have strongly urged the extension of 
the service aa being greatly to the ben- 
efit of the farmer. One Missouri farm- 
er estimated that in the last 15 years 
he had walked or driven 25,000 miles 
to and from the postofittce to get his 
mail, but he was saved any further 
trouble now by free rural delivery. 


Technical Student* Strike. 


Probably the most unique strike on 


record is now going on at the Ohio 
State university. The strike was In- 
augurated, according to the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer, by eight of the students 
In mining engineering, who are at 
work in the pattern making depart- 
ment. 
They declare that the hours 


are too long and the wages—or rather 
the credit which goes toward getting 
them their diplomas—too small. They 
expect their action will bring about a 
readjustment of the conditions. Mean- 
while they refuse to do the work.

WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY, 


Professor Marble of Ifew Raven Has 


Invented a New System. 
, 


Professor M. M. Marble of New Ha- 


ven, the head of the scientific depart* 
mtnt of the Hillhouse High school, and 
well known for several Inventions in 
the line of applied physics, has just 
finished work on a new system of wire- 
less telegraphy, and has already tried 
his invention with marked success, 
says the New York Times. He explains 
his system on the ground of sound sig- 
nals, and claims for it greater durabil- 
ity and accuracy than the invention of 
Marconi. 


Thus far, however, Professor Marble 


has not been able to make his system 
effective at a greater distance than two 
or three miles, but says that as he has 
tested his principle and found it to be 
sound he can extend It to any distance 
with sufficiently strong Instruments. 
He uses the same main idea as Mar- 
coni and the other inventors, and 
claims no originality for the funda- 
mental principles underlying his sys- 
tem, though he says that the applica- 
tion of the principle to the sound wave 
Is his own. He uses the regular re- 
ceiving and sending Instruments of the 
older system, but his coherer is solid 
and smaller than Marconi's. That of 
the latter contains a vacuum, and it 
capable of more sensitive service than 
his own. Instead of the receiving sys- 
tem of Marconi, Professor Marble uses 
sound waves to transmit his messages, 
and the receiver takes the message 
down aa from a telegraph.

Marble will set up his system shortly 
from his classroom in the school to his 
house, and expects to have a full **>»* 
graph system In operation.

tion, like that of Henry George', or 
eome socialistic scheme, like that of 
Karl Marx or Lassalle. If I have less 
confidence in these schemes than have 


i others, I cannot but admire th* 


generous enthusiasm for humanity by 
Which they are prompted, and the won- 
derful patience and persistency with 
Which they are urged upon the public 
mind. But do not be content, I pray 
you, with iavuing and advocating prog- 
rammes of i ndustrial regeneration.

Sicken 
of your own play and leisure, if you 
are not doing what you can to make 
life easier and pleasanter for those 
who do your household work, and in 
one way and another serve your per- 
sonal and business ends. So much for 
the employer's part; but you may be 
one of the employed. In that case, 
see taf it that you are one of the 
many who do their work cheerfully 
and faithfully, not one of the many 
who are slow and slack, one of the 
shirks, doing the least you can for your 
money. Th« slefish employer comes in 
for much criticism and abuse in these 
last days, and with good reason often- 
times, no doubt; but, if all those who 
are employed should do their work aa 
well as they know how, think you that 
on the misty mountain-tops there 
would be no rosy lig-ht of the millennial 
dawn?

At the capture of 
Copenhagen he served under Lord 
Cathcart, and in 180S, under Sir Arthur 
Wellesley, he fought In the flrst battle 
of the peninsula at Vimiera, and un- 
der1 Sir John Moore at Coruna. Re- 
turning to the peninsular under Sir Ar- 
thur Wellesley he was engaged at the 
bridge of the Coa. near AlmaMa and 
was severely wounded. He command- 
ed a company at the pursuit of -Mes- 
sina from the lines* of Torres Vedras, 
and took part in several smaller ac- 
tions. He commanded a brigade of the 
light division at the battle of Fuentes 
d'Onoro. Hard fighting seemed to be 
the magnet which attracted him. With 
the siege and storming of Cuidad Red- 
rigo and the terrible assault on Bada- 
jos, with the battles of Salamanca, Vic- 
toria, Orthes, Toulouse and whatever 
other minor affairs needed attention, 
the 
redoubtable 
Smith 
was busy 


smiting. 


The close of the Peninsular campaign 


released some troops to attend to the 
American war, and aa assistant adju- 
tant general, under General Ross, Har- 
ry Smith wag et the battle of Bladens- 
burg and the capture of Washington. 
Next he was at the disastrous attack 
on New Orleans under Sir Edward Pak- 
enham, whto fell, in the arms of the 
ubiquitous Smith, mortally wounded. 
After taking part In the capture of Fort 
Bowyer, he returned to England In time 
to participate in the battle of Waterloo, 
and was assistant quartermaster gen- 
eral to the Sixth Division. For some 
years his life, while he was deputy ad- 
jutant general at Halifax and the West 
Indies, must have been palnfuly peace- 
ful. 
But in 1827 he was transferred at 


the Cape of Good Hope, and in 1834-85 
he corctwhanded a division In the opera- 
tions against the Kaffir tribea. Things 
were getting lively in India now, and 
in 1840 he was appointed adjutant gen- 
eral of the forces there, and was pres- 
ent at the battle of Gwalior and Ma-* 
harajpore, and same out of it a K. C. 
B. Next he fought the Sikhg in the 
Punjab, and Commanded a division at 
Mctodkee as well aa at the battle of 
Ferozepore, where he greatly distin- 
guished himself. He next led 7000 men 
and 24 guns to relieve Loodianai and 
after effecting this service he, on Jan- 
uary 28, 1846, led the great cavalry 
charge at the battle of Aliwal, captur- 
ing the village and taking 67 guns. He 
next aided Lord Gough in gaining the 
decisive battle of Sobraon which ended 
the Sikh war, Lord Gough In hia de- 
spatches attributed his victory at All- 
wal to Smith's valor and judgment; the 
House of Lords gave Mm a vote of 
thanks, the city of London presented 
him with its freedom, and various other 
bodies did him honor, which honor was 
further embellished with the honorary 
distinction of the Grand Cross .of the 
Bath and the dignity of a baronet. 


Being made a colonel of the rifle bri- 


gade, he was in 1"<7 made governor of 
the Cape of Good Hope. He conducted 
all the operations of the Kaffir war of 
'51 and '52, and compelled Kreli to sue 
for peace, as well as made Sandihill 
own the cause hopeless and leave Kaf- 
fraria. He was made lieutenant gen- 
eral and given command of the north- 
ern and midland divisions. He reached 
no higher honor, and died in 1860. To 
the Boers of the Orange Free State the 
memories of Sir Harry Smith are not 
particularly grateful. 
He commanded 


the British at the battle of Beemplatz, 
in 1848, and badly defeated the Orange 
Free State Boers. The colony of Natal, 
naturally honored hint as one of the 
bravest of governrs. Hence Harrl- 
smith was named for him, and its near 
contiguous town was named Lady- 
Bmith in honor of his wife. Still fur- 
ther Aliwal, and Aliwal North com- 
memorate the great fight in India* when 
Sir Harry Smith's generalship and bra- 
very won one of the m6st decisive vic- 
tories against the bravest and most 
warlike of India's races—the Sikh 
tribes.

pie who attend church regularly (we 
refer here to the Protestants) ahd help 
to support It financially and otherwise 
go to hear the preaching; the sermon 
is, for them, the chief feature of tto 


In older tmes this want wa» recog- 


nized, and the sermon occupied the 
chief place in the order of procedure, 
and the larger part of the time and at- 
tention. But this !• not so now. Even 
in many of the so-called non-liturgi- 
cal churches the tendency has been to 
exercises, all the others being merely 
subsidiary. 
relegate the sermon more and more 
to the background, the larger emphasis 
apparently being placed on the music, 
the responsive reading, and other fea- 
tures. As a typical instance, It may be 
noted that in a certain Presbyterian 
church, recently, the exercises that 
went before the sermon occupied three- 
quarters of an hour, and the sermon 
itself thirty minutes. 


Herein we believe that a serious mis- 


take has been made^'one which accounts 
in material degree for the decline in 
church attendance. People are wearied 
out with al the uprisings and down 
sittings which the service calls for be- 
fore the sermon begins. So much time 
is occupied with what are regarded 
as incldentlal or preliminary exercises 
that many hearers are brought to a 
frame of mind where the sermon does 
comparatively little good. The long 
wait has taxed the patience 
and 


wearied the body and the sermon falls 
on hardened and unresponsive soil. 
The sermon Is what the people go to 
hear more than anything else, and no- 
thing should be allowed td.overshadow 
It or push It to the background. Let 
it be short, practical and full of vital 
force and truth, and it will attract and 
hold the people—Leslie's Weekly,.

HONEYCOMBS. 


For wintering, bees should be crowded 


up iu as small quarters as possible so as 
to economize their natural heat. 


If some of the section boxes are par- 


tially filled it will be best generally to un- 
cap them and extract the honey from 
them. 


Every colony should have a fair supply 


of brood at this time, and all that have 
Dot should receive a small quantity of 
feed doily to induce them to breed. 


If a colony is found with a good supply 


of brood in all stages now, it indicates 
the presence of a good queen, and further 
research in this line is not necessary. 


Allowing dirt and filth to accumulate 


on the bottom boards of the hive is mak- 
ing a hotbed for the propagation of moth, 
and once moth get started a hive lasts 
but a short time. 


Generally breeding should be done at 


nightfall, so as not to excite robbing. 
Once robbing is started, as much is lost 
as might otherwise be gained, as the 
colonies that need the most will get the 
least. 


To make sugar sirup place a vessel on 


the stove, holding as much as it is desir- 
ed to make. Put in about three parts of 
sugar and one part of water and let it 
come to a boil. Then set off and ponr in 
one part of honey. When cool, it is ready 
to feed.—St. Louis Republic. .

ELECTRICAL HEiDLIGHT 


Railroads Find Accidents Are 


Reduced by Its Use* 


LIGHT OAH BE 6EEH JOLE8 OFF, 


Dr«r Three Bnmdred P«MOM Killed 


•nd Injured In Two Montk»—Alarm- 
Is* Knmber of Accident* at Night 
on Account of Defective Light—Ad- 
Yaatage* of Hew Illnmlnant. 
Tbe number of accidents on railroads 


at nighttime Is appalling, and they are 
generally of such character aa might 
be avoided if the headlights of the en- 
gines shone with greater strength. The 
Chicago and Alton railroad seems to 
have appreciated this fact, and recent- 
ly fitted several of its engines with the 
new illuminant The roads of the east 
are generally adopting them, and the 
Alton does not propose to be behind- 
hand in improving its system. 


There ore BO many times that a good 


headlight Is needed that the only won* 
der Is electricity baa not been used in 
headlights for engines earlier than this. 
A striking instance of the limitations 
of the ordinary headlight occurred in 
an accident that happened on a western 
road not long since. Tbe engineer had 
rather a light engine and a compara- 
tively light train. He was going at a 
moderate rate of speed, and suddenly, 
while on a straight track, struck an 
animal. Of course he saw the obstruc- 
tion just before he hit it, but the il- 
lumination from his headlight was so 
dim that the danger was not revealed 
until after one steer had been bit By 
this time he struck another one. Then 
It was too late to get the train under 
control, and the engineer pulled the 
throttle wide open to save himself and 
the train. Before he got through 42 
head of cattle were killed. Witb an | 
electric headlight such an accident! 
would have been impossible. 


There are so many advantages to tbe 


electric headlight that it would require 
many columns to enumerate them, says 
the Chicago Inter Ocean. It Is claimed 
it is impossible to have a collision with 
this style of illumination. Engineers 
can see approaching trains miles away, 
and those going forward can discern a 
train ahead at a distance of more than 
a mile. Any obstruction on the track, 
a damaged bridge, or even a broken 
rail, can be plainly distinguished by 
the trained eye of the engineer long 
before the train approaches, and, with 
the aid of tbe air brake, the train can 
be stopped to avert an accident that 
might cost many lives. It Is estimated 
that the number of accidents on a rail- 
road is reduced fully 50 per cent where 
the electric headlights are in service, 
Saving life and preventing injury to 
passengers and employees. The day 
cannot come too soon when every en- 
gine is equipped with tbe improved 
light 
*" 


The Railway Age in a'recent article 


on the subject of electric headlights 
Bays: "The enormous traffic which the 
railways are handling at the present 
time necessarily increases greatly the 
possibility of accident, and the record 
of the last two months of accidents at 
night is unusually la?ge. From some 
cursory statistics gathered in a by no 
means exhaustive ot^eomplete investi- 
gation, it appears that during the 
month of August last, in the various 
states of the Union, there were 84 ac- 
cidents at night, which It is fair to 
presume might have been avoided alto- 
getner, or, at least, reduced in the mat- 
ter of damage done, had there been a 
more general use of electric headlights. 
The record for September shows 78 
accidents. In these1 two months there 
were altogether 162 persons killed and 
212 persons Injured. This does not rep- 
resent 50 per cent of the accidents, but 
no reports were received from them. 
Such a record of damage is sufficient- 
ly Impressive to entitle to consideration 
the claims of any one who seriously 
proposes to reduce or limit accidents of 
this kind." These accidents were the 
ordinary ones most common in railroad 
business—head on collisions, people run 
down on track, crossing accidents and 
obstructions. 


To quote again from another article 


In The Railway Age: "Many railway 
men regard locomotive headlights as 
being chitfly, or even solely, valuable 
as a marker to indicate to others the 
presence and location of the engine 
carrying the light For this purpose 
almost any kind of light, no more in- 
tense, perhaps, than a switch light, 
will serve. The commoner theory is 
that the headlight ought to be of 
some use to-the engineer behind it, 
showing him what is on the track 
ahead. So far as giving warning of 
any obstruction on the track Is con- 
cerned, in time at least to prevent an 
accident, the ordinary oil light is prac- 
tically valueless." 


This is ftue, and the growing use of 


electric headlights has done much to 
reduce the number of accidents. The 
element of safety Introduced into rail- 
way operation by placing on the en- 
gine a light which will enable the en- 
gineer to see at night as clearly as he 
can in tbe daytime any obstruction 'on 
the track at a distance sufficient to 
enable him to stop the train must be 
an advantage, not to say a necessity. 
Anything that is practicable, both me- 
chanically and from the standpoint of 
cost, that will prevent railway acci- 
dents and at the same time save mon- 
ey to the railroad companies through 
lessening damage claims and loss of 
property is worthy of the careful con- 
sideration of railroad managers.

The New York Herald published the 


other day the following from its Wash- 
ington correspondent: Regarding tbe 
effect upon China of the request made 
by this government for written assur- 
ances that its interests in that empire 
would not be prejudiced by exclusive 
treatment in the spheres of Influence 
acquired by European nations, Wn 
Ting Fang, the Chinese minister here, 
said to me recently: 


"I am convinced that the United 


States in taking action with respect to 
its Interests in China Is actuated not 
only by a desire to protect those Inter- 
ests, but also to conserve the friendly 
relations which have always subsisted 
between the Peking and .Washington 
governments. 


"It is said that two constructions 


might be placed upon the action taken 
by the president—the one, that in aban- 
doning its policy of silence with re- 
spect to affairs In China tbe United 
States has taken a step in Chinese af- 
fairs which may be preliminary to ac- 
quiring a foothold on the Asiatic con- 
tinent; tbe other, that this government 
has announced to the powers of Eu- 
rope its purpose to fully protect Amer- 
ican Interests; that it will oppose the 
acquisition of territory in the empire, 
end to this extent gives its support to 
the imperial government. 


"I hold to the latter view, for I am 


confident that the policy of the United

States, as it has,ever been In the past, 
will be honorable, and friendly toward 
China. I am satisfied that the United 
States has no intention of establishing 
Itself on the Asiatic continent You 
have only recently secured possession 
of the Philippine archipelago, which 
furnishes an excellent base from which 
your merchants and commercial men 
can operate in China. 


"So far as I have been advised, there 


ie no Intention on the part of the Chi- 
nese government to extend the spheres 
of Influence now possessed by foreign 
governments in China. While I have 
not been officially advised of tbe status 
of the Italian demand with respect to 
San Mun bay, I understand that it has 
been rejected, and I am satisfied that 
my government will not alter its de- 
cision on this point 


"Whether any attention will be paid 


by the Peking officials to the re-en- 
forcement of the Italian fleet in the 
Pacific I do not know. Why Italy should 
want territory in China is a question 
I am unable to answer satisfactorily, 
but It is apparent that If her demand 
should be granted the Chinese govern- 
ment might be mated to make similar 
concessions to other nations. 


"I see no reason why tbe request of 


the United States for written assur- 
ances that Its rights in China shall be 
preserved should not be granted by for- 
eign governments. Lhave seen reports 
of the opening of Tallen Wan, in the 
Russian sphere of influence, and Tsing- 
Tau, within the German sphere of in 
fluence. I cannot understand the alle- 
gation that tbe British government 
lias extended Its sphere of influence in 
the Yang-tse-Kiang valley. 


"What the Chinese government real- 


ly did was to send a note to the British 
government asserting that it would not 
alienate this territory by granting any 
rights there to any foreign power. The 
British government recently secured a 
large extension of its concession at 
Hongkong, acquiring the hinterland 
there, and Its subjects have also ob- 
tained commercial rights of great val- 
ue. The British government does not 
now seem to be pressing its 'open door' 
policy, though if it could get the Unit- 
ed States and Japan to join with it in 
the enforcement of such a policy un- 
doubtedly it would be glad, I should 
Imagine, to compel observance." 


Speaking of tbe same matter, tin 


Russian embassador said to me recent 
°ly: "Although I was in both St. Pv 
tersburg and Paris, I heard nothing o< 
any such representation. 
My govern- 


ment has already thrown open Talien 
Wan, and American goods have been 
given admission to that port and to the 
Russian sphere of Influence as freely 
H Russian goods. 


"In fact, the Russian fMople like to 


deal with the American merchants. 
Notwithstanding requests from other 
countries that purchases should be 
made from them, the Manchnrian rail 
way has bought roost of its supplies 
from tbe United States, It having been 
found that the American material Is 


"80 far w Russia Is concerned, the 


door has been and still is open, and It 
will undoubtedly remain open. Tallen 
Wan has been thrown open to tbe com- 
mere* of the world, and no preferen- 
tial rights have been or will be given 
to Russian subjects." 


NEW SIX INCH NAVY RIFLE. 


Tested For Velocities at the Indian 


Head Proving Grenade. 


A new special 6 inch navy rifle was 


tested at tbe Indian Head proving 
grounds, down the Potomac, near 
Washington,.recently. The gun is 45 
calibers long and has Vlckers* breech 
mechanism. All the other 6 inch guns 
of the navy are'50 calibers long. The 
test was for velocities and was Intend- 
ed for comparison with the recent test 
of a Ylckere 6 inch gun, says the New 
York Sun. The special grain of pow- 
der required was not used in the test, 
but without it tbe maximum velocity 
obtained was 2,861 feet a second, with 
15.9 tons pressure. 


In the test of the Tickers gun Amer- 


ican smokeless powder and cordite 
were used. With smokeless powder a 
maximum velocity of 2,913 feet a sec- 
ond, with 17 tons pressure, was ob- 
tained. With cordite the maximum 
velocity was 2,856 feet a second, with 
15 tons pressure. Admiral Charles 
O'Neil, chief of the naval bureau of 
ordnance, who witnessed the test, 
thinks that the new gun will give 8,000 
feet velocity a second at least. The 
main difference In the special or Amer- 
ican gun and the Vickers gun Is that 
the American has a larger chamber.

Become a Part of Hl» Hoanebold. 
Mrs. Washington McLean's parrot, 


whose new linguistic powers were de- 
scribed in the New York Sun shortly 
before Admiral Dewey became a guest 
at Mrs. McLean's house, will soon be- 
come a part of the admiral's household 
establishment. It has Just become 
known that the new;^ trick which the 
bird learned in honor of Dewey's home 
coming several weeks ago was taught 
by Mrs. Mildred Hazen, the admiral's 
fiancee.

siveness of the first view of the in- 
terior. 
The furnishings of the office 


are all of rich quartered oak. The desk 
is at the rear of th° rotunda, and is 
equipped with all the appliances for 
keeping the manager and clerk in close 
touch with every part of the house. 
Opposite the desk is the news stand, 
while on the left, beyond the fireplace, 
are the convenient writing desks and 
the great, leather upholstered chairs 
and seats. 


Conspicuous among the decorations is 


the coat of arms of the Wellington, 
done on the rear-window, with the 
motto, "Virtutis fortuna comes." 


Oft the loggia, to the left, is an al- 


cove that for a small sized affair is a 
conspicuous feature of the first floor. 
It is an oriental waiting room, just 
about large enough for four. Heavy 
oriental portieres shut it off from the 
passage, while the deep seats around it 
are furnished with luxurious draperies, 
and an oriental lamp lights the place 
dimly from overhead. It is the kind of 
a nook that one sometimes seeks out of 
a crowded ball room, but here its use 
is more practical. When a man enters 


I the office for a moment's errand, 
a 


companion may be cosily seated here 
without the necessity of going to the 
parlors of the second floor through the 
ladies' entrance. 


The main stairway is at the left of 


the office, with the elevator at Its side. 
From the right, near the news stand, is 
the stairway to the basement, In which 
are the billiard rooms and the toilet 
rooms, finished in white. 


Aud a Place to Fat 


The second floor Is mostly dining 


room and parlor. Here the work of the 
furnishers, John H. Pray Sons and 
company of Boston, is most strikingly 
in evidence The main dining room oc- 
cupies the 'eft of the floor, and is a 
place where eating is made a double 
joy. A panelled oak wainscottlng sur- 
rounds the room, under yellow figured 
walls. The drnr.eries of the room are 
in blue, gold and white, while the car- 
pet is a rici blue. This room is Jn 
charge of D. W. Hatch, the head waiter, 
and in it dinners will be served from 
12 to 2 an J from 5.30 to 7.30. 


The brsakfut room at one side Is a 


strikingly decorated place. The colors 
here arc- bolder than 
in 
any other 


apartment of the house, unusual con- 
trasts affordlrg an effective if rather 
dazzling display. In this room will be 
served tho nur.pers, from 7.30 to 9, the 
meals after the regular dining'room IB 
ciosnd. and tile early breakfasts. 


On tlw third iloor are two connecting 


dining iroms wHcn will, as well as the 
breakfast room on occasion, accommo- 
date private parties and small ban- 
quets. 


One thing that has been looked to By 


the designers of the hotel Is conveni- 
ence In the kitchen and serving ar- 
rangements. The serving room la Im- 
mediately behind the main dining 
room, and Just behind this Is the klt- 
chon, thus doing away with the long 
trips that must be made in most of the 
large hotels by the waiters. This Is a 
feature that will add greatly to the 
promptneu and excellence of tbt «er« 


vice, and was provided for with es- 
pecial care by Lapointe & Bond, the 
architects. 


This department is as nearly perfect- 


ly equipped as Is possible, and every- 
thing has been done to provide what it 
of supreme importance in a hotel, a 
"good table." The china for the dining 
room is from Llnoges, France, and is 
of white, with a green border. 


P»rlor» and Special Suite* 


The parlors occupy the front of the 


second floor. These are decorated in 
rose and white, with green carpets, and 
draperies of old rose and white. The 
furniture is upholstered in rose colors, 
in quaint pieces that add to the charm 
of these rooms. 


The reading room is In blue and gold, 


with oriental hangings, and comfort- 
able oak furniturp. 


On the right of this floor is the "state 


suite," consisting of two parlors, a bed 
room and toilet room. In the decora- 
tions of these rooms some of the most 
artistic work of the entire house is 
shown. The bridal suite is just above 
on the third floor, and is furnished in 
light colors. 


Tho Sleeping Apratment* 


There are about 125 sleeping rooms in 


the hotel, all pleasantly decorated and 
furnished with an eye to perfect com- 
fort. 
Most 
of the decorations are 


light in tone. The rooms are connect- 
ed so that they may be thrown in suites 
to suit any demands, and most are con- 
nected with baths, while in any case 
there are baths in every corridor. 


Each room is connected by telephone 


with the main office, a convenience that 
will be thoroughly appreciated by the 
traveling public. 


The Cafe and Wine Kooni 


In addition to the dining rooms al- 


ready described, there is on the first 
floor, in the rear of the office, a gentle- 
men's cafe, which will be open at all 
hours until midnight, and in which 
meals will be served to order. This is 
furnished after the German style, and 
is a very inviting room to the lovers of 
late lunches. 


Next to this room is a handsome bar 


which will be presided over by Sidney 
White. 


The Staff 


This completes in a hasty review the 


various features of especial note in the 
Wellington. In equipment it is an in- 
stitution that is destined to bring added 
credit to North Adams in the minds of 
the traveling public, and for which the 
city has every reason to congratulate 
itself and the builder and owner, P. J. 
Boland. 


William E. Wood, who Is at the head 


of t\e hotel, is known to all who have 
ever passed through this region as the 
proD-ietor of the Mansion house in 
Greenfield, and of the leading restaur- 
ants along the line of the Fitchburg 
railroad. 
He is a popular

friends for the city. He will spend 
much of his time in the hotel, in spite 
of his many other;;interests, and will 
keep in hand the general supervision oS 
the house.

town Again Scene of 


a Bad Robbery

$50 in Money, Valuable Papers and 


Jewelry Secured From Store and 


Manufacturing Company's Office. 


No Clue to the Robbers 


A. E, Hall's store in Williamstown 


was broken into- again last night. 


This is the fourth in a series of en- 


tries into this store, but this occasion 
differed from previous affairs of the 
kind in being undoubtedly the work of 
professional safe crackers. In all prob- 
ability it was done by the same gang 
that have been entering postoffices 
through this region, and it was the 
most serious break that has happened 
in Williamstown for a long time. 


The safe in Hall's store was blown 


open, some jewelry taken, and the safe 
wrecked. The safe in the office of the 
"Williamstown manufacturing company 
was blown open in the same manner, 
and about $50 in money was secured, 
besides a number of papers of great 
value to the company, although worth- 
less to the thieves. 


The noise of one of the explosions 


was heard about 12.30 this morning by 
some of those who live near the store. 
The place is so near the railroad yards, 
however, that it was thought to be 
some sound in connection with the 
moving of trains, as of a torpedo, and 
no investigation was made. 


The break was discovered when the 


store and the manufacturing company's 
office were opened this morning. The 
officers were at once notified, and the 
police of this city were informed of the 
affair. Up to this afternoon, however, 
there was no clue of any kind to the 
robbers. 


Investigation showed that entrance 


was effected to the store through a 
rear door, the lock of which was forced. 
Previously the burglars had tried to 
force a rear window of the store, and 
also had attempted to secure entrance 
through a window of the manufactur- 
ing company's office, but without suc- 
cess. 


Holes were bored in the* top of Mr. 


Hall's safe, down into the door, and 
the charge of explosives put in. The 
door waa blown, completely off, and 
tha safe was ruined. It was a new 
safe, and the loss will probably be 
about $100. There was 
nothing 
of 


value in the safe, and the money draw- 
er in the store, which was also brok- 
en into, contained little of value. In it 
were some disfigured coins, which had 
been taken in the course of trade, and 
which were practically worthless. These 
were taken and also some of the cheap 
jewelry carried in the store. A num- 
ber of cheap watches were also taken. 


The postoffice, which is in the store, 


and which in previous breaks has been 
ransacked, was not touched go far as 
investigation showed this morning. 


The burglars then pried open the 


door leading from the store into the 
office of the Wiliiamstown manufac- 
turing company. Here the large safe 
was bored just below the lock, and 
blown open. A smaller door to the safe 
inside was easily forced, and the safe 
ransacked. There was about $50 in 
money taken, while the extent of the 
losa of 4ie company's papers could not 
be told without more careful investiga- 
tion. 


Undoubtedly the chief loss to the 


company will come in the disappear- 
ance of these papers if they are not re- 
covered. 


A money drawer in the office was al- 


so broken into, and some disfigured 
coins like those in the store taken. 


In the store and office were found the 


tools the burglars had used. They were 
identified as having been taken from 
Arthur Lindley's carpenter shop and 
the tool house of the Fitchburg rail- 
road, both of which places were brok- 
en into during the night. The shock 
of tlie explosion of Hall's safe broke 
outgone of the large front windows in 
ths store and cracked another. 


Fitchburg Engines Wrecked 


A freight wreck occurred yesterday 


morning in the west yard of the Fitch- 
burg at Mechanicville, caused by a col- 
lision between engine 206, bound west, 
and engine 161, bound east from Rot- 
terdam, A dense fog prevailed at the 
time of the accident, and it was im- 
possible for the engineers to see more 
than two car lengths. The front end 
of engine 206 was badly demolished, the 
engine truck being knocked completely 
from under her. 
Engine 161 was not 


much damaged and will be in service in 
a few days. 


Local Bequest to Spiritualists 


Albert P. Elinn, the secretary of the

in its history. It lessened its indebted- 
ness by $900. 
It now has property 


valued at $14,000 on which there is an 
indebtedness of $9200. By the will of 
Mrs. Julia A. Sherwin, formerly of 
this city, the association is to receive 
$500 when the estate is settled and also 
the residue of the estate after certain 
bequests are paid.
